“Ten ground service men for 
each airplane, which is more than 
ample properly to care for the air- 
planes, at $1500 each per enlisted 
man, which I think would be a fair

The CG-128 wa« a derelict 200 
miles southeast of Nantucket, 
while her crew, taken off by the 
British steamship Ggmeronia, were 
on their way to Glasgow. The 
CG-134 was abandoned near Nan- 
tucket and her crew taken off by 
the steamer Republic. 

The CG-238 was on duty on rum- 
row off Cape Ann, when she ran 
into a heavy blow Saturday morn- 
ing. fifty miles east of Thatcher's 
Island.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 
of the airship Shenandoah was a 
hazard of the venture of her mid- 
western flights, Alexander G. Me- 
Adie, professor of meteorology at 
Harvard University end director 
of the Blue Hill Observatory, de- 
clared today before the naval court 
inquiring into that 

“I think they came very near 
getting through the danger line,” 
Prof, McAdie said, adding that he 
knew many of the officers of the 
craft; that all were courageous 
and competent and did ‘all that 
could have been done in the cir- 
cumstances, 

Predicating his statement on the 
weather conditions as they existed 
at the time, Prof. McAdie sald he 
did not think the element of dan- 
ger was discernible to those on 
the craft, taking direct tasue with 
Capt. Anton Heinen, veteran Ger- 
man airship pilot, who testified at 
Lakehurst, N. J., that danger sig- 
nals shrieked out loud before the 
craft was wrecked. 

Prot. McAdie said that as a mat- 
ter of precaution the course of the 
Shenandoah might have been 
changed to the south two hours 
before the wreck, but he added 
that, if such a change had deen 
made, it would have been dictat- 
ed by an idea against taking any 
possible chances in the storm. 


Admiral KE. W. Bberle, chief of 


naval operations, and Capt. G. 8. 
Lincoln, director of ships’ move- 
ments in naval operations, testified 
concerning the reasons for the 
midwestern flight. Admiral Eberle 
declared that it was necessary for 
the Shenandoah’s personnel to be 
trained in inland flying because of 
the possible necessity ot having to 
transfer the airship from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific Coast in an 
emergency. 

Capt. Lincoln disclosed that one 
reason for the flight was to test 
out the airship mooring mast 
which Henry Ford had erected at 
Dearborn in the interest of lighter- 
than-air development for commer- 
cial purposes. The Army wanted 
to bulld a similar mast at Scott 
Field, and tt was desired to have 
the Shenandoah test out the origi- 
nal one before detailed plans for 
the second were approved. 

While Commander Zachary 
Lanedowne, captain of the Shenan- 
doah, was adverse at rst to mak 
ing the midwestern flight in July. 
Admiral Eberle said that after a 
conference, in which the whole 
situation was canvassed, he agreed 
to make the Journey on the assur- 
ance that he would have the wid- 
est discretion in handling the 
craft. The flight, he declared, 
was postponed, however. so the 
Shenandoah could complete exer- 
ces with the battleship Teras. 
one purpose of which was to show 
the capabilities of the airship as a 
fleet scout.

daring forecaster ventured to ay 


in January, 1926, that production 
of California tm January, 1926. 
would be about 650,000 barrels. The 
year still has three months to run, 
but to bring this prophecy true. 
California will have to lose 100.
